WASHINGTON UP — The Senate 
Agriculture Committee by a 13-2 
vote today 
approved 
a 
general 
farm bill containing many features, 
including rigid price supports, op­ 
posed by the Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration. 
Chairman Aiken (R-Vt) said he 
voted to send the controversial 
measure on to the 
Senate 
be­ 
cause “ I am confident that it will 
approve a bill acceptable to the 
President." 
Aiken said Sen. 
Williams 
(R- 
Del) and Anderson (D-NM), a for­ 
mer secretary of agriculture, voted 
against reporting the bill to the 
Senate because of their opposition 
to several sections in it. 
By an 8-7 vote the committee 
rejected requests of President Eis­ 
enhower and Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Benson for a flexible system 
of farm price supports and asked 
a one-year extension of rigid 90 
per cent of parity 
supports 
for 
\yheat, corn, rice, pe&fuvis and 
i ton.

AIKEN SAID HE would ask the 
Senate to substitute for this a flex­ 
ible support range of 80 to 90 per 
cent. 
The House already has voted a 
flexible system of from 82V^ to 90 
, per cent after upsetting its owm 
agriculture 
committee’s 
demand 
for another year of rigid supports 
in major field crops. 
Aiken said two other major points 
in the Senate bill will cause floor 
battles.

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VANILLA REPLACES VODKA 
IN MOSCOW, life has taken on new 
meaning. On hot afternoons Ivan now lays 
aside the revolver with which he p l a y s 
roulette, ambles up the street past the 
vodka station, and plumps himself down in 
a cool ice cream parlor. Such capitalistic 
capers! 
Ice cream consumption in Russia on a 
rerent day—it was June 13—hit 200 tons, 
according to the Soviet trade ministry. 
That, it is pointed out, would be nearly 
enough to supply an American S u n d a y 
school picnic. Average consumption in the 
U. S. is three billion quarts a year. 
The hardy muzhik will discover bubble 
gum next, no doubt, and may learn from 
the Voice of America that it is possible to 
dance standing up. 
Ice cream-making goes back to ancient 
Rome and came to America in the 17th 
century. A woman, Nancy Johnson, in­ 
vented the first home freezer, probably so 
her husband could turn it. The ice cream 
cone appeared first at the St. Louis Exposi­ 
tion in 1904 and has appeared regularly in 
the laps of all American families w i t h 
small children since then. 
It is too soon to say what the new Rus­ 
sian craze will do to international diplo­ 
macy. However, by closing the eyes, a pic­ 
ture rises dizzily to mind of Dulles and 
Molotov, with two straws, seated in an ice 
cream parlor splitting a soda instead of an 
atom. 


A RIVER S EXTREMES 
CASE OF THE Rio Grande river, border 
stream between Texas and Mexico, offers 
an argument for the management of riv­ 
ers in the United States. 
A year ago the river made news when 
it stopped running for the first time in his­ 
tory. Shortage of mountain snows, subnor­ 
mal rainfall in the watershed and heavy 
drafts upon the river for irrigation com­ 
bined to exhaust it. 
Today the Rio Grande is attempting to 
carry the largest volume of water on rec­ 
ord and making a sad job of it. It is 12 to 
17 feet above flood stage because of cloud­ 
bursts dumping a foot or more of rain into 
the watershed. There is a tragic loss of 
life and property.

With proper engineering skills and a good 
deal of expenditure this river and its trib­ 
utaries could be harnessed to give a far 
more even performance. Not all floods 
from cloudbursts can be stopped, but they 
can be minimized. And the water h e l d 
back could be released at need in dry sea- 
son s 
In the past rivers have been dammed for 
irrigation, for recreation, for production of 
power, and merely to make jobs for unem­ 
ployed. Perhaps in the future “dams f o r 
cloudbursts” will be the battle cry of the 
conservationists.

I enormous stores. 
Obviously the United States needs to 
stockpile minerals and materials w h i c h 
may not be swiftly accessible in time of 
war, but agricultural supplies in the Unit­ 
ed States are available annually, and gen­ 
erally in enormous quantities, beyond our 
necessities. How shall these e n o r m o u s 
i stores be disposed of? 
For instance, the United States owns 
422,220.000 lbs. of butter, 401,982,000 lbs. of 
cheese, 282,530,000 lbs. of dried milk, pur­ 
chased by the Commodity Credit Corpora­ 
tion to support the prices of these commod­ 
ities. The cost of these items is $492,820,- 
000; what their actual value is no one can 
j say. They may have to be given away for 
nothing to make room for more price-sup- 
; ported items. 
The United States owns 721.166,000 bush­ 
els of wheat and 370.979.000 bushels of 
corn. The cost of these commodities is 
$2,494,151,000. Practically speaking, our 
government ha? run out of storage space 


i for wheat and corn. Some of it is put in 
the bottoms of ships that He in our rivers 
doing nothing—(the mothball fleet is an- 
jother story). 
Secretary Benson has opposed r i g i d 
price supports without rejecting the entire 
doctrine of government aid to farmers de­ 
signed to safeguard them from the dras­ 
tic operations of the law of supply and de­ 
mand, which historically has a tendency to 
reduce farmers to peasants. The American 
farmer is an equal citizen in a free society. 
Essentially, parity means more than its 
definition in economics; socially it means 
equality between the farmer and the city 
dweller; it means that the farmer is to 
have as good a home; that he is to own his 
tools; that his children are to have equal 
opportunity for education. 
But parity can never mean that food 
prices for the cities are to be held up un­ 
conscionably and that the entire nation is 
to be taxed so that God-given food shall 
rot in warehouses, never to be used, n o t 
even as charity for the hungry. 
Here is a dilemma of plenty. Usually it 
has been the opposite, poverty, shortages, 
hunger have faced a people as a serious 
problem. In the United States there.is no 
poverty (this is categorically correct by 
any comparative measurement; there are 
no shortages of agricultural commidities; 
there is no hunger. Yet the plethora of ag­ 
ricultural production, this plenty h a s be­ 
come a major economic and political prob­ 
lem because no one knows any better what 
to do with loo much than with too little. 
In most countries of the world, this par­ 
adox is not only not understandable, it is 
not believed. How is it possible it might be 
asked, that a farmer will grow more than 
he can dispose of? A Chinese or an Indian 
peasant has enough trouble raising what 
he needs; a Cambodian peasant in the Me­ 
kong River delta knows exactly where he 
will sell his surplus rice. All of Asia is 
to buy it.

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Acne Is Often Helped 
By Doses of Vitamin A

ADOLESCENCE without acne 
Is a rare thing. There are few 
teen-agers without at least a few 
pimples. 
Many adolescents, however, de­ 
velop many pimples or acne of 
the face along with extensive in­ 
volvement. 
Also, this condition Is by no 
means limited to adolescence. It 
may be seen in women going 
through the menopause, and In 
young children before they enter 
adolescence. 
V arying Intensity 
The severity of the acne varies 
greatly from person to person. 
Some believe that this disease is 
outgrown. This is by no means 
certain. It is not uncommon to 
see some persons in the late 
twenties or thirties with acne. 
The ideal cure for acne is one 
that does not cause any physical 
scarring or em otion al injury. 
Adolescents with pimples are apt 
to become very self-conscious and 
distressed with their problem. 
How It Begins 
The infection usually begins 
with the development of what is 
known as the “oily nose of ado­ 
lescence.” 
Then, 
face 
pimples 
which may form pus appear, and 
eventually large cysts may form. 
They occur in the openings of the 
oil glands or the hair follicles. 
A 
person 
with acne should 
watch his diet. 


Carbonated drinks and choco­ 
late in ail forms may be ^aimful. 
Fish and nuts should be limited. 
Restriction of iodine intake is 
also important because iodine, it 
is believed, stimulates acne. Lim­ 
iting fats and sweets also helps. 
Vitamin A Used 
The use of 
Vitamin A has 
helped many cases of acne. Large 
doses of this vitamin must be 
taken, however, and therefore 
should be given under the direc­ 
tion of a physician. 
In certain persons, female hor­ 
mone may be of help. 
The basic drugs that should be 
applied to most cases of acne are 
ointments 
containing 
sulphur 
and 
resorcin. These drugs in 
various forms of salves, can help 
most cases. Ultraviolet rays and 
mild dosages of superficial X- 
rays, as the physician directs, 
also sometimes help. 
Any person who suffers from 
this condition should not use 
self-treatment, but should con­ 
sult a physician.

Answer: Although it Is possible 
that this disease can occur in the 
United States, I doubt if there 
have been any cases in recent 
years in this country.

WASHINGTON J^ -T he Red Chi­ 
nese will

when 
they try - to get into the United Na­ 
tions, They ‘11 cau se more if they 
get in. And the v ery thou ght they 
might get in has cau sed confu sion 
here alread y . 
It was this thou ght which for a 
while had Sen 
Know land of Cali­ 
fornia, Rep u blican Senate lead er, 
acting like the ju nior, or senior, 
secretary of state. He ap p ears to 
hav e calmed d own now. 
He was so incensed Ju ly I ov er 
the id ea Red China might get a 
U. N. seat he serv ed notice, if it 
hap p ened , he wou ld resign his Sen­ 
ate lead ership and head a mov e to 
take the United States ou t of the 
world organization. 
This, said Sen. Johnson of Tex as 
the nex t d ay . was a “ p rofou nd ” 
statement. Johnson is lead er of the 
Senate Democrats. Bu t some other 
Democrats q u estioned K nou land ’s 
p rofu nd ity in the matter. 
There seems to lie u nanimity the 
United States shou ld fight against 
seating Red China in the U. N. bu t 
not p u lling this cou ntry ou t if the 
Commu nists get in. 
Bu t there cou ld be no d ou bt the 
conseq u ences might be p rofou nd if 
Knowland carried 
throu gh, 
once 
Red China got into the U. N. and 
su cceed ed in lead ing the United 
States ou t the other d oor, 
American 
withd rawal 
m i g ht 
wreck the U. N., which this cou n­ 
try laboriou sly had help ed create 
as a p lace where hostile nations 
cou ld d ebate their d ifficu lties in­ 
stead of fighting ov er them. 
Withd rawal cou ld resu lt in su r­ 
rend ering America’s world lead er­ 
ship , alienating its friend s, d estroy ­ 
ing its alliances, d riv ing it into 
isolation and , if the U N. su rv iv ed , 
leav ing the Commu nists free to u se 
it against the United States. 
As an alternativ e to that, the 
United 
States, 
once ou t of the 
U. N., might set u p a bloc of non­ 
commu nist states that wou ld work 
together tighter and better than 
they hav e in the p ast. 
At the least, the conseq u ences 
of a 
walkou t wou ld be so far­ 
reaching as to req u ire a major 
change in American foreign p olicy . 
Any walkou t itself wou ld be a m a­ 
jor change. 
So su ch a step , before taken. 
wou ld call for, in Presid ent Eisen­ 
hower’s word s, the “ most solemn 
reflection” by the two men most 
d irectly 
resp onsible 
for 
foreign 
p olicy , himself and Secretary of 
State Du lles, and the best brains 
they cou ld find . 
There is no ev id ence Knowland 
showed them his sp eech before he 
mad e it, or consu lted with them, or 
inq u ired whether it might inju re 
or interfere with the foreign p olicy 
they ’v e shap ed alread y . 
Lest there be any d ou bt of his 
earnestness in wanting that p olicy 
mad e to his liking, if he had to 
make it hmself. Knowland ad d ed 
another tou ch: 
He 
said 
he 
was 
consid ering 
whether the Senate shou ld go on 
record as say ing Congress wou ld 
cu t ou t all American financial su p ­ 


p ort of the U. N. if it seated Red 
China. 
lf Congress ev er went that f a r - 
cu tting off American fu nd s to the 
U. N. — Eisenhower 
and 
Du lles 
wou ld n't 
hav e any choice. 
Con­ 
gress wou ld be making the foreign 
p olicy . 
By these tactics Knowland p u t 
himself sq u arely in front of Du lles 
as the shap er of American foreign 
p olicy , telling him not only what 
shou ld be d one bu t mu st be d one. 
This week Eisenhower and Du lles 
both p led ged an u nend ing fight to 
keep Red China ou t of the U. N 
Eisenhower wou ld n’t go along with 
Knowland 
in 
threatening 
U. 
S. 
withd rawal if Red China got in. 
H e’d d ecid e on that when the time 
came, he said , and accord ing to 
what seemed best for the cou ntry . 
Du lles was more op timistic than 
either of them. He said he was 
confid ent Red China wou ld n't get 
in and that he wou ld n't op erate 
j on the assu mp tion it wou ld . This 
1 cooled off Knowland . 
Instead of u rging the Senate to 
say 
it 
wou ld cu t 
off American 
fu nd s if the U N. ad mitted China, 
late y esterd ay he said he’d settle 
for the Senate’s say ing Congress 
d id n't want Red China in. 
If Du lles can bt1 so calmly su re 
Red China d oesn't hav e a chance, 
and if this can chill Knowland so 
fast, what bit the Californian in 
the first place'.’ He said he had 
been try ing to strengthen Du lles’ 
hand . 
That may hav e been p art of it 
He may hav e wanted to be su re 
the U. N. kep t Red China ou t by 
giv ing it a warning. He also may 
hav e been imp atient with Eisen­ 
hower and Du lles, wanting to force 
them into a more p u blic and p osi­ 
tiv e stand on Red China. If that 
was his p u rp ose, he su cceed ed .

WASHINGTON uFV-Thc Red Chi­ 
nese will cause confusion when 
they try to get into the United R a­ 
tions, They'll cause more if they 
get in. And the very thought they 
might get in has caused confusion 
here already. 
It was this thought w'hich for a 
while had Sen 
Know land of Cali­ 
fornia, Republican Senate leader, 
acting like the junior, or senior, 
secretary of state. Hr appears to 
have calmed down now. 
He was so incensed July I over 
the idea Red China might get a 
U. N. seat he served notice, if it 
happened, he would resign his Sen­ 
ate leadership and head a move to 
take the United States out of the 
world organization. 
This, said Sen. Johnson of Texas 
the next day. was a “ profound” 
statement. Johnson is leader of the 
Senate D em o crat But some other 
Democrats questioned Knowland’s 
profundity in the matter. 
There seems to be unanimity the 
United States should fight against 
seating Red China in the U. N. but 
not pulling this country out if the 
Communists get in. 
But there could be no doubt the 
consequences might be profound if 
Knowland carried 
through, 
once 
Red China got into the U. N. and 
succeeded in leading the United 
States out the other door. 
American withdrawal 
m i g h t 
W'reck the U. N., which this coun­ 
try laboriously had helped create 
as a place where hostile nations 
could debate their difficulties in­ 
stead of fighting over them. 
Withdrawal could result in sur­ 
rendering America’s world leader­ 
ship, alienating its friends, destroy­ 
ing its alliances, driving it into 
isolation and. if the ll N. survived, 
leaving the Communists free to use 
it against the Unitod States. 
As an alternative to that, the 
United 
States, 
once out 
of 
the 
U. N., might set up a bloc of non­ 
communist states that would work 
together tighter and better than 
they have in the past. 
At the least, the consequences 
of a 
walkout would be so far­ 
reaching as to require a major 
change in American foreign policy 
Any walkout itself would he a m a­ 
jor change. 
So such a step, before taken, 
would call for, in President Eisen­ 
hower’s words, the “ most solemn 
reflection” by the two men most 
directly 
responsible 
for 
foreign 
policy, himself and Secretary of 
State Dulles, and the best brains 
they could find. 
There is no evidence Knowland 
showed them his speech before he 
made it, or consulted with them, or 
inquired whether it might injure 
or interfere with the foreign policy 
they’ve shaped already. 
Lest there be any doubt of his 
earnestness in wanting that policy 
made to his liking, if he had to 
make it hmself, Knowland added 
another touch: 
He 
said 
he 
was 
considering 
whether the Senate should go on 
record as saying Congress would 
cut out all American financial sup­ 


port of the U. N. if it seated Red 
China. 
lf Congress ever went that far— 
cutting off American funds to the 
U. N. — Eisenhower 
and 
Dulles 
wouldn’t 
have any 
choice. 
Con­ 
gress would be making the foreign 
policy. 
By these tactics Knowland put 
himself squarely in front of Dulles 
as the shaper of American foreign 
policy, telling him not only what 
j should be done but must be done. 
This week Eisenhower and Dulles 
both pledged an unending fight to 
keep Red China out of the U. N. 
Eisenhower wouldn't go along with 
Knowland 
in 
threatening 
U. 
S. 
withdrawal if Red China got in. 
: He'd decide on that when the time 
came, he said, and according to 
what seemed best for the country. 
Dulles was more optimistic than 
either of them, He said he was 
confident Red China wouldn’t get 
in and that he wouldn't operate 
on the assumption it would. This 
cooled off Knowland 
Instead of urging the Senate to 
say it would cut off American 
funds if the I 
N. admitted China, 
late yesterday he said he’d settle 
for the Senate’s saying Congress 
didn't want Red China in. 
If Dulles can be so calmly sure 
Red China doesn't have a chance, 
and if this can chill Knowland so 
fast, w-hat bit the Californian in 
the first place? He said he had 
been trying to strengthen Dulles* 
hand. 
That may have been part of it. 
He may have wanted to be sure 
the U. N. kept Red China out by 
giving it a warning. He also may 
have been impatient wdth Eisen- j 
hower and Dulles, wanting to force 
them into a more public and posi­ 
tive stand on Red China. If that 
was his purpose, he succeeded.
